And my grandparents’ tailoring 
got me interested in fashion 
and nails. I used to like to take 


pictures of myself, my pets, 
landscapes, and later, I would 
photograph myself with a timer. 


The self-timer was not optimal 
and many attempts were 
necessary to get a good photo. 


I posed for the camera with a 
photographer for the first time 
in February 2012. The hardest 
part is daring to move freely, 
especially when you dont know 
the person. In the beginning, it 
was hard to get a feel for which 
poses or facial expressions look 
good. With a lot of practice, it got 
better and better. 


I was most happy when I 
registered a small business 

in 2014 and got my first paid 
shoots. My Facebook page and 
Instagram were also created 


at that time, later Twitter, and 
a few years later TikTok. I was 
particularly proud of the first 

request from a magazine. 


One of the biggest challenges 

is probably dealing with nasty 
comments or competition. It was 
very hard trying not to let bad 
comments get too close. Bullying 
is a big problem on the Internet. 


I actually try not to let the 
competition influence me 
anymore. I just do what I enjoy. 
I also follow some models that I 
think are great and I like to give 
compliments there too. I think 
women should support each 
other more instead ofinsulting 
each other.

I have no actual goals as a model.

What I like most about modeling 
is being able to implement ideas 
together with the photographer. 

I like to prepare for everything a 
few days before the photoshoot. 
I think a lot about outfits and 
make-up, hair styling. What I find 
worst of all is when there are 
photographers who only want 

to get personally aroused at the 
photoshoot and who are more 
interested in staring than the 
photos themselves. I don't like 
when I can't contribute and don't 
have a say. My least favorite 


thing is when it takes months to 
get the photos. 


My advice to other models is to 
find out about the photographers 
well in advance. Practice a lot 

in front of the mirror and only 
do what you like to do yourself. 
The photos come out best when 
you're having fun and feeling 
comfortable.

make a living solely as а comedian. 
Ialways had a 9-5 job, and after, Га 
ditch my clothes, add more makeup, 
and network and work gigs all night,” 
said Mayr. 


Refusing to “suck up to the gatekeepers 


of the industry, Mayr forged her own 
path and created her own niche, but 
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she quickly interjected that nothing 
was ever easy. 


“I wanted to be different than a lot 
ofthe female comedians who seemed 
to be more news-based or strictly 
political. Iknow in these times it’s so 
hard to be apolitical. To me, comedy is 
so honest because you can be blunt, 


and people come to a comedy show 
because they want to experience that, 
andit can be one ofthe few areas that 
is real,” Mayr stated. 


She recalls 2017 as the watershed 
year for her calling, having earned 
consistent road bookings and refining 
her ability to take more risks while 


forming connections with audiences. 
Her appearance on Fox’s Punchline 
highlighted her quick wit, leading to 
her competition laughing along with 
host Mark Istook. 


“Sometimes, you have to be quick on 
your feet. Audience play is something 
Iknow Гтп good at. You listen to the 
nuance oftheir reactions to other 
comics, you make mental notes of 
what works and what needs tightening 
up. I always record my sets so І сап go 
back and see what was successful and 
what wasn’t. The audience is a mirror 
and a reflection of you and it's your 
job to work to figure them out and get 
a reaction from them. It’s your job to 
get to them, not the other way around 
because there is so much competition 
for entertainment these days,” said 
Mayr. 


Additionally, Mayr co-hosts 
Nerdrotic’s Friday Night Tights, a 
program for self-proclaimed geeks 
and gamers founded in 2014. Topics 
ranging from pop culture to deep 
delves into comics and their movie 
adaptations, Mayr believed it was a 


welcoming outlet for her to share her 
improv talents. 


“I don't do impressions like simply 
having someone come up to me and 
say ‘do so and so.’ No, because that’s 
stupid. I study the body language, 
speech patterns - it’s a challenge, but 
Ireally enjoy it. Also, I get to wear 
wigs,” she laughed. 


Mayr added, “Doing impressions of 
someone like Jen Psaki is difficult. 
You’d think it would be easy because 
we both have red hair, but no. She’s a 
hard one to do because there’s nothing 
fun or funny about her. Also, I enjoyed 
doing climate activist Greta Thunberg. 
Is all that attention-seeking because 
nobody would sit with her at lunch? 

I dunno, but impressions can really 
require a lot of prep.” 


Mayr easily holds her own within 

a male-dominated subculture, yet 
happily takes its most visible woman, 
G4TV host Frosk, to task with an 
impression that has since been turned 
into а гар by Pierry Chan, the “Friday 
Night Tights” intro creator, complete

“I showed up for the open call, but I 
always say, that show is perfect for 
someone that's, like, a full-body burn 
victim or has been abused! They're 
looking for a sob story and more ofa 
human interest story. ‘Oh, you were 
born with a tail? How awful! Let's see 
your special talent.’ Pm not really into 
that, sorry. As for work ethic, I feel 
nobody really gave me anything, so I 
worked to earn it on my own. Pm not 
pushing the message; 'Hard to bea 
woman in the industry' or anything 
like that because that's not me. You 
have to be willing to accept that things 
don't happen right away. I'm really 
proud and grateful for how things 
have been going,” concluded Mayr.

The adult entertainment 
industry is worth billions 
annually, all dick jokes, moaning 
orgasms, and anal beads aside. 
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he people who brought you such 
classics as Hammer Her Slippery 
Wet Holes, The Sperminator, and 
Jill Jacks Off, are responsible for 
many ofthe technological advances we 
use every day. 


From virtual worlds long constructed 
before Zuckerberg’s Metaverse to 
cashless Internet transactions or 
lobbying for new anti-piracy laws, 
porn is always looking for new ways 
to get you off, which means innovating 
old technologies. These people didn’t 
only create the Fleshlight and $1,500 


posable sex dolls that look like cartoon 
versions ofreal women with working 
orifices (1 am never getting this erased 
from my search history.) They’re 

also the industry behind getting the 
Internet off ofwhat was essentially 
aninfrastructure constructed upon a

found enough horny people looking 

to use their credit cards to build an 
infrastructure around safe transactions 
and allow registered members to be 

a part of a community with perks like 
monthly fees, daily uploaded content 
and upselling to different tiers. Most 


of what we see YouTube peddling as 
an upgrade was conceptualized a few 
years back by entrepreneurs looking 
to make a buck in the world of ass play 
smut. Another thing that porn gave us? 
Bandwidth. Because so much content 
was flowing through their channels 


due to photos and videos, bandwidth 
needed to increase due to users 
wanting more choices, fewer glitches, 
and greater streaming availability. This 
innovation led to where we are now 
with so many options for you to take a 
quick beat, whether it’sin a stallin the 
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office bathroom with your iPhone or 
Haley Spades getting nailed hard up on 
the seventy five inch big screen in your 
living room like a true pervert. 


But what’s next for porn? 


We’ve seen the innovations that 
pushed the limits, but that was before 
everytowninthe world didn’t have 

a Chamber of Commerce promoting 
their city as “the next tech superhub.” 
Tech breakthroughs happen daily, so 
porn is still doing its part, but what’s 
changing isn't about the tech. It's 
about the performers and how they’re 
taking a controlling stake in what your 
average porn fan flicks the bean to - “I 
think the self-produced market is going 
to remain a big player. Performers can 
create custom content for their fans 
willing to pay a premium, and that’s 
huge. OnlyFans changed everything. 
Every performer essentially has their 
own television channel now,” said Matt 
Slayer, who's held every job in the 
porn universe, outside of being male 
talent. Slayer hosts the wildly popular 
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And Now We Drink podcast, which 
features a lot of porn performers. “But, 
that OnlyFans monetization, that does 
come with risk. What if the platform 
shuts down? If they stop, a lot of people 
are fucked. Some of these girls are 
making six figures a month. That ain't 
happening with a studio.” 


The rise of personal subscription 
services and streaming platforms 
like PornHub have changed how 
performers see their business models. 
Now, a performer can upload their 
content directly to the PornHub 
server, and they're off to the races 
on a monetization platform much 
like YouTube. These options have 
the performers thinking about their 
choices. 


Kate Kennedy was one of the industry's 
fast-rising stars who took a step back 
and leaned into creating content, 
concentrating on what fans wanted 
over what a studio was willing to offer. 


“I think it'll be a lot of user-generated 
content, along with collabs. Some 


performers are even creating co-ops 
to create a worker-owned, branded 
stream like Lil Pump has. (Lil Pump is 
a mediocre mumble rapper with face 
tattoos who has a massive hog and 
smashes many of the porn world's 
talent on his OnlyFans.) There's a big 
push for big-name performers to work 
with one another. It gives us a chance 
to make money, just that performer 
Pm working with - no middleman and 
me." Kennedy mused about the future 
diversity of the business, too, “There's 
always been a lane for anyone's 
interests, but now more than ever, 
there are more diverse performers, age 
looks and body type - anyone can turn 
a webcam on, which is cool. There's 
also more specialized content; people 
are becoming way more aware of their 
sexuality and kinks - we're hopefully 
going to see a lot more of that become 
mainstream." 


Milly Marks, another female performer, 
who's branched out into a comedy 
career that's moving like a rocket ship 
thanks to her quick wit and recent 
appearances on Kill Tony, had a 


different point of view on the future 
ofthe business. 


“It’s a good thing it’s becoming more 
ethical. We’re making more money. 

I do think it kind of sucks, too. 
Everyone can now call themselves 

a ‘sex worker’ because everyone 
wants to seem oppressed. They'll 
say, Tm a sex worker, you're kinda 
not - being on a webcam or selling 
nudes isn’t a sex worker. Being a 

sex worker has stakes. There are 
millions of nudes online; they'll be 
buried and never found. Гуе had 

my bank tell me they won’t let me 
keep my account open. This is a part 
of being in porn. Dabbling in ‘sex 
work’ isn’t being a sex worker, so I 
have issue with that. Everyone can 
do what they want, but it’s weird 

to glamourize this thing that you’re 
not.” 


Marks suggested a different point of 
view than the others when it came to 
working collaboratively; there will be 
differences in opinion, even if some 
people have been deep throated on 

a faux spaceship, giving the people 
their need for alien-kink. 


“Tm not closed off to the idea of a 
content trade, but I’d rather pay 
male or female talent. Then I own 
everything we shot. Owning my 
stuff makes more money. That’s 
just business. I think it’s smart for 
each person to have completely 
different content instead of sharing 
the same stuff if they’ve shot 
together. This way, we’re not selling 
the same shit. OnlyFans is cool and 
ethical, but people charging $35 for 
a subscription know nothing about 
business or money. It’s gonna get 
pirated. It’s about keeping your 
subscribers. That’s the business 
moving forward.” 


Where the future of porn will go, 
who knows? Whatever shape it 
takes, it’ll still probably smell like 
Astroglide, there will be people 
getting peed on, and there will be 
post-nut clarity, especially after 
Googling posable sex dolls as I 

did. Who knew these things had 
workable buttholes? OnlyFans, here 
we come.

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“After we finish a concept for a new show, our 
performers are rehearsing for 6-8 weeks. There’s a 
lot that goes into it that people can overlook. Even 
fan-based performances, because people may not 
realize that the large fans are very heavy and can 
actually be taxing on the body. When I teach, I 
make sure it’s an uplifting experience because it’s 


all about supporting each other)’ stated 
Romantic. 


Introduced to the glamour world of 
classic pinup as a teen through her 
grandmother's passion for classic 

film, Romantic discovered burlesgue 
thanks to the inspiration of singer Emily 
Autumn. Romantic took her seamstress 
skills and acumen for style and soon 
enrolled in The New York School of 
Burlesgue. 


“Training could be intense, but 
nobody in burlesque is there to put 
someone down. I actually had my 
first performance in the Bowery 
neighborhood and even though I was 
still so new to it all, it felt like second 
nature. 1 remember this one girl 
incorporated whiskey into her act, 
but she was so nervous she vomited,” 
laughed Romantic. 


Looking Glass Revue started thanks 

to Romantic continuing to utilize her 
seamstress skills. While working for 
House of Minerva, she recalls her boss 
asking her if she wanted to incorporate 
burlesque during a sales event. 


“Т was only dancing for like six months 
at that point! But I was willing to 

take any opportunity and people 
actually loved it! In 2012 we did a show 
in our hometown of Lehigh Valley 
(Pennsylvania) and it immediately sold 
out. Looking Glass Revue started due 
to the great support of the community. 
We worked to incorporate chorus girls 
and utilize the glamour of the classic 
burlesgue performers, kind of like the 
Ziegfeld Follies but with more edge,” 
said Romantic. 


The troupe refined their skills and 
worked to highlight the origins 

of burlesgue and its place within 
contemporary society with their 
independent documentary, Small Town 
Diamonds in 2017. The film premiered 
at the prestigious Cannes Film Festival 
in France and was produced by Kate 
Elfatah. 


“We wanted to show that you can be 
from a small town but still work to 
be creative and exciting. We were so 
proud of our small-town background 
and wanted to highlight that as well 
because of the strong support they 


always showed. People can have 
misconceptions of burlesque but I feel 
the classic performers were forerunners 
to women's expression, sexually and 
creatively. There really wasn't such 

a dominant media landscape telling 
women how they should look and act 
during those times,” affirmed Romantic. 


As the troupe earned popularity, 
Romantic was quickly gaining 
recognition for her versatility. GQ UK 
Magazine named her one ofthe sexiest 
personalities to follow and she earned a 
world champion title at the international 
Burlypicks Competition, the premiere 
burlesque competition event. Invited to 
Viva Las Vegas and ultimately crowned 
Duchess of Viva Las Vegas in 2018, 
Romantic accepted the challenge to 
perform for stadium-sized audiences. 
Despite competition being supportive, 
she recalls many ‘heavy hitters’ being on 
the roster. 


“It was intimidating because you do 
worry about being accepted by your 
peers. I always love performing for 
smaller audiences because you can 
make connections easier, but with 
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larger crowds, I accepted 
the challenge because I had 
to push myself even more to 
create those connections,” 
revealed Romantic. 


Her Viva Las Vegas 
performances elevated her 
career and she soon received 
a personal invitation to 
perform with Lady Gaga’s 
bandleader, Brian Newman in 
2019. 


“Lady Gaga incorporates a lot 
of Jazz in her work and Brian 
Newman is a tremendous 
musician! After she does her 
Las Vegas residency tours, 
Brian does Brian Newman 
After Dark, and his shows 
received such great support 
they no longer added her 
name to the bill because so 
many people showed up just 
to support Brian. Brian caught 
my act at Viva and personally 
asked me if I was available to 
perform with him at NoMad 
MGM Theater! It was such an 
honor just to have my work 
recognized, let alone being 
asked to perform!” 


For Mika Romantic, Looking 
Glass Revue remains her 
focus, and Pennsylvania's 
Lehigh Valley her hometown. 
With up to 36 annual 
performances (pre- 
pandemic), Romantic does not 
seem content to rest on her 
laurels. 


“Being from a small town 
isn’t bad because we view 

it as an opportunity to be 
more relatable to the people 
that come out and support 
us. We're like good comfort 
food. If you wanna celebrate 
womanhood and share some 
laughs at this ridiculous thing 
we call life, then come on 
down! Because those are the 
hallmarks of Looking Glass 
Revue,” concluded Romantic.

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unny Yeager was so much 
more than her photographs of 
Bettie Page. We all know her 
backstory, a Pennsylvania girl 
who moved to Florida with 
her parents when she was 
17. Her birth name was Linnea Eleanor 
Yeager. Being a film buff at a very early 
age, she adopted the nickname “Bunny” 
from Lana Turner’s character “Bunny 
Smith” in the film “Week-End at the 
Waldorf.” 


She was a natural beauty, with a tall, 
striking figure which led her to enroll 
in modeling school right after she 
graduated high school. From there, 
Bunny started entering numerous 
beauty pageants and pretty much 
won everything she entered. From 
that notoriety, she rapidly became the 
most photographed model in Southern 
Florida and the “Queen of Miami 
Beach.” 


While modeling and winning pageants, 
Bunny developed a keen business sense 
which would serve her well throughout 
her career. The first evidence ofthis 


1954 was a historic year for pinup photography. That 
was when traveled to Florida and met 

. During that year, these two legends produced over 
1,000 photos. It was this collaboration that established 
them both—on either side of the camera—as the most 
successful tandem in pinup history, forever linking them 
in history, and influencing pinup photography to this day. 


was when she was modeling. As an accomplished seamstress, she 
designed and sewed her own outfits and the outfits of her models when 
she began photography as her primary business. She was so prolific 

at this that, despite the hundreds of photos taken of her, she claimed 

to have never worn the same outfit twice. She heavily influenced the 
design and popularity of the two-piece swimsuit—then in its infancy--to 
the point that several companies including German fashion company, 
Bruno Banani, started to develop a line of swimwear taken from Bunny’s 
designs. 


Using money she had saved from modeling, she entered photography 

by going to night school in 1953 for two primary reasons. She wanted to 
save money by being able to copy her modeling photographs, and she 
understood modeling and had her own ideas of where to take it. Her 
technical skill was evident from the outset. Remember, she met Bettie the 
very next year and took ай of those amazing photos of her. 
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Bunny developed her own recognizable style 
by using a “fill flash” technique in her photos. 
This would lighten shadows when she was 
shooting outdoors in bright natura! sunlight 
and “fill” in those shadows with light. This was 
Bunny’s preferred method of shooting and she 
was one of the first to photograph women in 
this natural element. This technigue produced 
the bright and vivid photographs that became 
her trademark in the photography world. 


Her body of work is prolific—a serious 
understatement! She was noted to have 
photographed close to 1,500 models during her 
lifetime. Grapefruit Moon Gallery secured the 
majority of Bunny's estate in 2018 and have 
been able to verify that number. 


Along with the thousands of photos from 

her estate, the studio also gained costumes, 
cameras, and various ephemera, which gave a 
keen insight into Bunny's business world. 


As mentioned previously, her ability to pivot 

as a businesswoman is legendary. Bunny 
photographed models almost on a daily basis 
well into the 1970s, including eight centerfolds 
for Playboy magazine. She also appeared 

in Playboy five times herself and was even 
photographed by Hugh Hefner for the pictorial, 
“The Queen of Playboy Centerfolds.” 


But, as men’s magazines became more graphic 
during this time frame, Bunny pulled back 
from photographing for them because she 
viewed it as “smutty” and something she was 
not prepared to photograph. 


While her pinup work was her “bread and 
butter,” Bunny was also doing “mainstream” 
photography for publications such as Esquire, 
Redbook, Pageant, Cosmopolitan, and Women’s 
Wear Daily. She also photographed for motion 
picture studios; most notable was her photo 
of Ursula Andress emerging from the waterin 
the 1962 James Bond film “Dr. No,” which, to 
this day, is still one ofthe most famous bikini 
photos ever shot. 


Her business was entirely self-run all the way 
up until her death. She still preferred to send 
out handwritten letters to clients well into the 
20005, and her cataloging skills were second to 
none. 


Bunny was so much more than just the Bettie 
Page pictures that we know and love. She was 
a force that shaped photography forever. ==

‘Betty or Veronica?’ has been a timeless question within 
Атегісапа 5 pop culture lexicon. Echoing the classic Ginger 
or Mary Ann?’ question from eager television viewers, all 

these female characters shared traits of underlying sexuality 
packaged in seemingly innocent images. Artist Dan DeCarlo 
passed away over two decades ago, but his Archie characters 
have left a lasting impression on youth that came of age during 
America's ‘golden age of comics in the 1950s. 
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Pinup art and imagery 
boomed during World 
War II, having earned 
the cheesecake” moniker 
and ultimately becoming 
a cottage industry for 
painter Gil Elvgren. 
DeCarlo embraced the 
basic, saucy foundation 
of these trailblazing 
female models, but 
captured their essence 
in comic form within 
his Archie characters. 
His Camera Shy 
Archie scene had 
Jughead engaging in 
an impromptu model 
photoshoot with 
Betty and Veronica, 


These are MV np: 
Pajamas, don't 
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with both women eager for the spotlight. Veronica 
always boasted her trademark bangs before 
pinup/bondage model Bettie Page began sporting 
what is still called “Betty bangs. Was DeCarlo 
onto something? This small style detail he first 
captured with his character Jeanie (Queen ofthe 


Teens) in 1943 is still sported by pinup models 
today. 


DeCarlo was drafted in 1941, and much like his 
artist peer, Bill Ward, he began honing his skills 
during his time of service. Painting airplane nose 
art, which became widely recognized as early 
World War II pinup art, DeCarlo soon moved on 
to creating 418th Scandal Sheet. The comic was 
embraced as his company's unofficial military 
comic strip. After the war concluded, DeCarlo 
broke into the industry in “47 with Timely Comics 
and worked with comic book icon Stan Lee on the 
Jeanie comic series. Jeanie earned widespread 
success and ran for a decade! The final issue 
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appeared 
in 1959, 
and though 
DeCarlo was 
not formally credited, 
readers already saw 
shades of ‘Veronica’ 
within Jeanie. 


DeCarlo’s best-known work, Archie, 
coincided with America’s comic boom 
of the 1950s and debuted in late ‘51. 
Competition was fierce, but he was 
able to tap into the pinup subculture 
while embracing post-war modernism. 
Suburban-planned communities 
sprawled across America and were 
complimented by all-American diners 
replete with shiny chrome and mid- 
century signs, which have since become 
icons. Seizing this prosperous time, 
DeCarlo incorporated Pop’s Chock'lit 
Shoppe within his storylines because 
every teen needs a hangout! Decades 
later, Jughead’s Diner appeared in the 
revamped series and continued the 
tradition. 


If classic comics were synonymous 
with superheroes and their villainous 
foes, where exactly did Archie fit in 

the crowded world of comic books? 
Television sitcoms almost had similar 
character setups, featuring attractive 
female leads with their often brash 
sidekicks vying for attention. The 
relationship between the beloved 
Archie characters of Betty and Veronica 
had all the hallmarks of that dynamic; 
Was their relationship with Archie 
innocent teenage affection or something 
more lustful? 
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Their male counterparts, Jughead and 
Archie, had banter comparable to Fred 
and Ricky on I Love Lucy, which also 
debuted in ‘51. Archie captured small- 
town suburban teenage life, a storyline 
we see to this day, but the love triangle 
of Archie, Betty, and Veronica 
provided fodder for years. 


As DeCarlo earned accolades 
for Archie, he embraced the 
burgeoning adult-themed 
publication market, opting 
to draw more risque themes 
for men’s magazines such 
as Humorama during the 
mid-1950s and later, Romp. 
DeCarlo earned a cover 
feature for Romp in ‘61, 
with his adult-themed 
work standing in marked 
contrast to his Archie 
characters. Buxom female leads took 
center stage as DeCarlo abandoned his 
trademark, playful sensuality found 
within his Betty and Veronica leads. 
Lascivious ladies clad in lingerie were 
readily available to bumbling 
and bawdy male counterparts. 
Utilizing Chinese ink wash 
painting techniques, DeCarlo’s 
hallmarks included a mix 
of bold and subtle black ink 
outlines. The process is 
similar to watercolor painting. 
Humorama ceased publication 
in the mid-’60s, just missing 
the industry’s boom in the 
“705, characterized by full 
nudity and unabashed sexual 
themes. His adult-themed 
art has fetched some high 
prices at recent online 
auction sites. In 2005, Alex 
Chan collected DeCarlo’s 
work and FantaGraphics 
Books published The Pinup 
Art of Dan DeCarlo, and 
it remains the foremost 
authority on DeCarlo’s 
adult cartoon work. 


DeCarlo’s success 
continued throughout 
his work, with Archie 
and spin-offs Sabrina 
the Teenage Witch and 
Josie and The Pussycats. 


Josie was eventually adapted into a live- 
action movie in 2001, starring Tara Reid, 
Rachel Leigh Cook, Rosario Dawson, and 
indie-film queen Parker Posey. Instead 
of DeCarlo earning more mainstream 
accolades for his work, the film’s 
production was saddled with a lawsuit 
over the character’s creation. Federal 
district court ruled Archie Comics held 
the copyright, and the U.S. Supreme 
Court ultimately rejected DeCarlo's 
appeal. He was listed in the end credits 
as a creator. 


DeCarlo’s beloved Archie characters 
earned renewed attention due to 

the Riverdale CW television series. 
Featuring a contemporary take on 
Archie characters, the teen drama found 
its niche and was renewed in 2021 for 
its 6th season. Archie has proven to be 
a timeless entry in Americana’s canon, 
spanning several decades and launching 
spin-off comics and movie adaptations. 
If viewers still ask who they prefer, 
which would you go with? Betty or 
Veronica? ~~~

The Race of Gentlemen (TROG) 
remains one of the most unique 
moto culture events. Founder 
Mel Stultz continues uniting 
kustom builders with fearless 
racers pushing their rides from 
bygone eras to the max during 
classic, beach drag races. 


Entrants are limited to pre- 

1950s motorcycles and “rods and 
compete head-to-head in classic, 
beach drag racing for pride. With 
spectators from all over the 
country descending on Wildwood, 
NJ's beach, TROG attracts the most 
ambitious racers and wrenchers 
that laugh in the face of danger 
and trailer queens as they put their 
rides through rigorous pacing to 
capture the checked flag. 


Night of The Troglodytes kicks 

off the event and boasts classic, 
kustom choppers during its annual 
raucous show at Binn's Hotel & 
Bonito Motel. Welcoming amateur 
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and professional builders, Night 
of The Troglodytes continues its 
tradition of uniting passionate 
riders and supporters while 
enjoying the recent chopper 
resurgence. 


“All the bikes entered are hand- 
picked and our cutoff date is 1976. 
You see a lot of builders paying 
homage to the late ‘60s and it's 
great to see younger crowds 
coming out now. My personal 
favorite era is early to mid-’60s 
and I loved seeing the differences 
between the coastal builders. 

San Francisco guys liked high- 
mounted tanks for mileage and also 
looks while New York guys were 
influenced by kustom hot rods; 
Car taillights molded to fenders, 
whitewall tires. We really work 

to bring history to Night of The 
Troglodytes,” said event founder 
Harley Carrera. 


With a big resurgence in 
chopper subculture, Night of The 


Troglodytes continues sharing its 
rich history while welcoming a new 
generation of supporters. 


“Choppers have always been 
within my upbringing. Before I 
was born and my parents were 
house hunting, all he had of any 
dollar value was his kustom Harley 
chopper. He sold it to put a down 
payment on the house but still 
missed his bike, of course. My mom 
joked around and stated he should 
name me Harley, and he certainly 
did,” laughed Carrara. 


Harley continued being immersed 
in choppers and ultimately founded 
his kustom shop, Tradition Cycles, 
specializing in ground-up kustom 
builds of BSA, Triumph, and 

Harley. For Carrara, the chopper 
resurgence has allowed previously 
overlooked builders to earn 

their deserved accolades while 
introducing a new generation to 


help keep the 
rides, art, and lifestyle alive. 


“Choppers have really enjoyed 

a nice comeback. In my opinion, 
there are a few things that kicked 
off the resurgence. I'm an old 
skater and loved customizing my 
boards and when I saw skater 
Jason Jesse's Harley Panhead 
Black Tibetan in the ‘gos, I was so 
psyched to see that crossover of 
skate culture and choppers! Skater 
Max Schaff had a chopper as well 
and it really was this perfect storm, 
so to speak. Southern California 

is looked at as the birthplace of 
kustom kulture and of course, 
skating is very big in California. 
Then, the Born Free show was 
another big catalyst. They've done 
such a great job with it! It grows 


every year and it became another 
vehicle for people to be exposed to 
the subculture,” reflected Carrara. 


For TROG and Night of The 
Troglodytes, the opportunity 

for crossover appeal was 
unprecedented. While many events 
allow spectators exposure to rare 
vehicles and customs in a static 
setting, TROG demands the most 
ofits entrants by putting classics 
in motion. Car racers must adhere 
to strict guidelines, such as no disc 
brakes or modern transmissions, 
only 16-, 17-, and 18-inch wheels, 

no late-model paint, graphics, 
stickers, no fenders on hot rods, 
no whitewall tires, and the list 

goes on! Not to be exclusive but to 
give spectators the most accurate 
portrayal of classic beach drag 
racing while raising the stakes for 
racers and builders. 


“TROG does it the best! They 
really want to capture the era 

as best they can. For spectators, 
you can't beat it because many of 
them never get the opportunity 
to be exposed to so many rare 
cars and bikes. Even though the 
race length is like 1/8 of a mile, 
you have to understand how hard 
the terrain is on these rides! Right 
after a practice lap, you see owners 
forced to go back and wrench 

on their rides, the sand is really 
tough on them. By all logic, none 
of these machines should be alive 
today, let alone run, let alone race! 
Running them all weekend is a big 
undertaking,” stated Carrara. 


As Night of The Troglodytes 
concluded its 9th year, Carrara is 
already considering details for the 
event’s decade milestone. 


“I would love for the event to be 
even bigger but going down that 
road can be tough, you never want 
to water it down because people 
really respect where it's at now. Га 
love to invite the previous winners 
and showcase them again, Pd think 
it would be awesome to host Davey 
Allan and The Arrows, who did a 
lot of soundtracks for outlaw biker 
B-movies. I still get people in their 
70s and even 80s attend and tell me 
how much the show reminds them 
of events from back in the day. 
That means so much! Hearing old- 
timers praise all the hard work me 
and my wife, Sara, have done just 
reinforces our passion,” concluded 
Carrara.

Missy sure is bringing 
down the house! 
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Computer Space is considered the 
first-ever commercially available, 
coin-operated arcade game machine, 
created by Nolan Bushnell and Ted 
Dabney in 1971. 


Pong (1972) was the first successful 
arcade game brought into American 
homes through Atari's Home Pong 
console, released through Sears in 
1975. 


Alexey Pajitnov, the inventor of Tetris, 
did not receive any money from his 
game until about 10 years after its 
initial release. Alexey was a Soviet 
computer scientist and the USSR 
took all the money he would have 
received. 


Asteroids displaced Space Invaders 
in popularity in the United States and 
became Atari's best-selling arcade 
game of all time, with over 70,000 
units sold. 


The ColecoVision console debuted in 
September 1982 with an impressive 
48k RAM! 


Atari is based on the Japanese “ataru,” 
which roughly means "prepare to get 
your ass kicked.” 


Atari was founded with just а 5500 
initial investment. Nolan Bushnell 
and Ted Dabney split the cost to start 
Atari in 1972. Within 

five years the 

company 

earned 
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$28 million, and by 1982, sales 
topped $2 billion. 


Taito released Space Invaders to 
arcades in 1978. It was the first game 
that could be played indefinitely, 
but got harder with each level and 
displayed a high score. The game 
earned an average of $600 million 
per year between 1978 and 1932. 


In 1981 the Nintendo arcade hit, 
Donkey Kong, featured a character 
known as Jump Man. He is now 
famously known as Super Mario. 


In 1983 Nintendo introduced a 
game called Mario Brothers, which 
introduced Mario's brother Luigi. 


Atari’s E.T. the Extra-Terrestrial is 
largely considered the worst video 
game of all time. The urban legend 
(that turned out to be true) was that 
Atari had so many unsold copies 
of E.T. the Extra-Terrestrial that 
they buried them in the desert. A 
documentary crew went out and 
dug them up! Most of the above 
mentioned E.T. games (which 
originally would not sell) were 
eventually sold on eBay for a total 
of around $108,000

Kong, Super Mario Bros., The Legend 
of Zelda, and many other best-selling

In 2010, Google put a playable Pac- 
Man game on its homepage in honor 
of the game’s 30th anniversary. 


Frogger was originally going to be 
titted "Highway Crossing Frog," but 
the executives at Sega felt it did not 
capture the true nature of the game 
and was changed simply to "Frogger, 


In 1982, Universal sued Nintendo for 
infringing on its trademark rights. They 
claimed Nintendo's character “Donkey 
Kong" was a copy of the character 
“King Kong.” The judge ruled that 
Universal had no trademark rights 
over the character of King Kong, and 
they were abusing the judicial process 
in order to turn a profit. 


A perfect game Pac-Man score 
requires a player to eat every dot, 
fruit, energizer, and ghost possible 
without losing a life on all 255 levels 
of the game. If you successfully 
complete this, the total (and highest 
score) possible on a perfect game of 
Pac-Man is 3,333,360 points. 


Donkey Kong was the first game to 
tell a story via cut scenes, something 
almost every game does today. 


The name "Donkey Kong" comes from 
a mash-up of “King-Kong”- a Japanese 
phrase used across the country for 

a gorilla, and the first English word 
creator Miyamoto found to describe 
“stubborn and dumb.”
